The day began with 
an opening prayer spoken by Native Americans. Let the 
ceremonies begin! By 3:25 a native speaker was informing 
the people of his culture. That other side of history and the 
United States government you never hear or see. 

This message was sent out for the support of the Navajo 
and Hopi tribes. Forced on to (relocation) a reservation, the 
Native Americans have been through never ending viola- 
tions. Now the government and other investors want to 
relocate certain tribes over again. In doing so they end up 
on other land not of their choosing and the investors swin- 
dle their ancestral lands in the name of wealth. This vio- 
lates their First Amendment Rights according to our goy- 
ernment’s constitution. 

The entertainers and guest speakers were numerous. The 
bands ranged from blues-fusion, funk-rock, shock, pop, 

~ punk, rock with an attitude 90’s style. Among the bands, I 
was quite entertained by three of them, B.B. and the 
Stingers (heavy blues-rock), The Flu (rock with attitude) 
and my friends Bad Biscut, (punky metal-rock) rock “with a 
ravenous bite”.

This particular event is held twice a year, once in the 
spring, and then again in the fall, Indian summer weekend. 
Also, June 12th and 13th there is a nearby Pow-wow in 
Salem, NJ across from Cowtown on Route 40. The benefit 
for Indigenous Cultures is held annually at 
the Playpen in Sayreville, NJ. to learn 
a ore about indigenous cultures, read 
f books, pick up literature, sign petitions 
and get involved! Peace!

Building Your P.A.: 
Where do you start? 
Yeah! Where do you start?! 
With the myriad of brands 

and types of Sound Gear out 
there, narrowing down what is 
right for you can be one tough 
question. 

Let’s start with why you need 
a P.A. in the Ist place. 

And the answer is: Vocals! 

Yes, the fundamental purpose 
of the P.A. is to get the vocals 
above the volume of drums, 
electric guitars, keyboards, etc. 

Until your Sound System has 
enough power and headroom to 
handle instruments without 
compromising the vocals, you 
should keep them out of the 
mix. 

Therefore, I would recom- 
mend that your first purchase be 
a good microphone (or two or 
three!) 





The emphasis here is on 
GOOD! 

I don’t care if you have to 
eat oatmeal for the whole sum- 
mer (or quit drinking for a 
week), it’ll be worth it if you 
end up with at least a Shure 
SM 58, AKG 3700, or even a 
Sennheiser 431. 

Remember, the mic is the 
first link in the signal chain 
from your vocal (or source) 
through the mixer and process- 
ing to the speakers, so if your 
mic can’t handle what you put 
into it, your wonderful, unique 
voice will not be heard the way 
it should! 

So, where do you start 
building your PA? 

With good mics! 

Next month I’ll get into the 
next link in the chain: Mixers. 

Until then.

This months column is about sweep 
picking. Sweep picking is a unique way 
to play arppegios and chord boxed 
licks. Sweep picking involves playing 
several notes using consecutive down | 
or up strokes, while muting every note, 
before you‘Strike the next note. 

Example | is a chromatic exercise 
based on two strings. All notes on the 
same fret are played with the same fin- 
ger; for example, the 5th fret E note 
and 5th fret A note are both played with 
the first finger. Use the flat edge of 
your finger, and roll it in the direction 
of your pick stroke. This will help mute 
the note after it is played. Try example 
la when you get the hang of example 1. 

The rest of the examples are just some 
arpeggios that work with this tech- 
nique. Try these examples slowly, and 
remember to mute each note.

This album is Willie’s first release since his resolved trou- 
bles with the IRS. it is one 01 Iii i finest and includes duets 
with Bonnie Raitt , Sinead O’ Conner, Paul Simon and Bob 
Dylan to name a few. It also includes compositions by Peter 
Gaibriel, Paul Simon and Bob Dylan as well as Willie’s own. 
Even though the album cover suggests an album about 
Tonely cowboys, the songs in it are of Willie’s recovery from 
his long fight with the IRS. 

Willie seeems to have no trouble adapting his voice and 
style to songs by some of the hottest artists around. Some 
people seem to think that all country music is nasally and 
twangy but after listeriirig to Willie on this album 1 think 
they might change their tunc. 

On “Getting Over You”, Willie sings a duet with Bonnie . 
Raitt which is about recovering from alost love. Their voic- 
es compliment each other so well that I would like to see 
them do more duets together. Bonnie plays slide guitar to 
Willie’s acoustic, proving that they both are accomplished 
guitarist. 

“American Tune” written by Paul Simon, includes his 
vocals and is about dreams shattered and being bone weary 
but after resting, you can continue.
